Otxerre the Following Directions r - d You 
Will Have Two Good 8oar«r— 


T h e best material with which to cover 
a kite ia strong tissne paper. It is better 
than silk, with 'which Benjamin Frank­ 
lin covered his kite, because it is not B O 
porous and will bold the wind better. 
Franklin knew this, but used silk, B O 
that if it rained the kite would not be 
blown to pieces. 
All that is absolutely 
necessary, 
however, to make a good 
kite wbioh will fly high, and fly well, 
are some pieces of wood, a spool of 
thread, a newspaper, some flour for the 
paste and a jackknife. 
Don't let any 
one induce you to try to inuke a kite 
that will fly without a tail, for it is not 
reliable, 
The good old kites with the 
tails whioh can be made heavy or light, 
according to the wind, and can be made 
stHadys or divers by just adding a little 
tail or breaking a piece off, oan always 
be relied on to do just what you want 
tbem to do. 


Now, to make the heart kite, take 
two sticks of wood. 
The lighter they 
are the better they will fly, only don't 
mako them so light that the least strain 
will break them. 
If you want to make 
a kite 8 foot high, one stick must be 
3 feet 
long, and the other 2 
feet. 
Make a cross with them, the short stick 
one foot from the top of the long stick. 
Then tie them together with 
thread 
where they oross each other. 
Take an­ 
other piece of thread and tie it to the 
top and bottom of tbo long stick, and to 
the ends of the cross sticks, so that It 
looks like the picture, Fig. 1. 
Then 
take a piece of tissue paper, if you have 
it, and lay it on the frame. 
Cut some 
paper in strips and paste them, with 
good flour paste, over the sticks and 
thread and on the tissne paper, nntil 
yon have fastened the tisaue paper to 
the frame, leaving plenty of margin out­ 
side of the thread. Then cut the margin 
in the shape of a heart, as shown iu Fig. 
2. 
You will now find that the round 
parts of the heart, which are not made 
stiff by being pasted to the frame, will 
not stand out straight, but will droop. 


There are two ways to make stiffen­ 
ing. 
One is by taking 
some 
broom 
straws and piercing thom through the 
parts of the paper you want to stiffon, 
as yon would with a pin, and the other

is to take strips of paper and paste the 
brootn Btraws on the back of the flabby 
places uutil they stand stiff.

Fig. 8 shows the frame. 
The heavy 
lines are the sticks, and the light lines 
are thread. 
Take three light sticks, 2 
feet long each, cross them exaotly in the 
middle, as shown in Fig. 3, and tie 
them firmly with thread. 
Then tie a 
piece of thread to the end of one of the 
stioks and then to another and another 
until a skeleton just like the figure is 
made—a six pointed star. In putting on 
the thread every time it crosses another 
thread or one of the^stioka tie it, so that 
when completed the frame will be strong 
and firm. Lay the frame on a piece of 
tissue paper and cut the paper just a 
little bigger than the frame. Then turn 
the edges of the paper over the thread 
and paste them down with good 
flour 
paste. 
This kite is not flown as others 
are. 
Von have got to have two balls of 
string and two belly bands, or bridles, 
as tbey are called, on it, as shown in 
Fig. 4. You must be careful to let ont 
both balls of oord evenly until (he kite 
is well up; then if yon want to steer it 
to the left pull slightly on the left i 
string, and yon will find it will travel ! 
some distance- in that direotion. 


If yon want it to go to the right, pnll 
on the other string. It will take a little 
practice before you oan raise the steer­ 
ing kite without getting the two strings 
or reins mixed, but when you get the 
naok of the thing yon will find it lots 
of fun. 
Another thing you oan do with 
this kite is to have races between "mes­ 
sengers" by starting one on each string. 
On both of the kites whioh have been ' 
described the usual tails are to be used. 
These kites oan be made any size, even 
bigger than a man, if you want to, only j 
if the heart kite is too big you will J 
have to get something stronger than 
broom straw to stiffen the edges with.

Natural Gas. 


An experiment of some importance is 
reported, made with a view to deter- j 
mine, if possible, the origin of natural 
gas, 
irrespective of theories hitherto 
prevalent 
For this purpose dried sea­ 
weed was steeped in water which had 
been freed from air, and on the third 
day gas appeared, continuing to be 
evolved in diminishing quantity until 
the tenth day, when some 803 cubic cen­ 
timeters had been collected. The evolu­ 
tion had evidently ceased, though after 
standing two years and a half 80 cubio ' 
centimeters more of gas collected in the 
apparatus; the second gas differed from ; 
the first, consisting, it is recorded, al­ 
most entirely of methane—the chief con­ 
stituent of natural gas—from vvhich it 
is inferred that this slow secondary do- j 
composition of vegetable master has | 
some relation to the origin of natural j 
gas. —New York Sun.

The Largest Medical Library. 


A writer in the Washington Star says 
that tbe largest and most complete med­ 
ical library in the world is the collec­ 
tion of medical works located in the 
Army Medioal museum, in that oity, 
under the oare of the Burgeon general's 
offioe of tbe war department and the im­ 
mediate supervision of Dr. John B. Bil­ 
lings, U. S. A. It may be said that the 
card index system of medioal publica­ 
tions used by the library is tbe most 
thorough and practical index of medioal 
works in the world. The library now 
includes about 113,000 bound volumes 
and about 150,000 pamphlets. 
It is es­ 
timated that this collection comprises 
three-fourths of the medioal literature 
of the world, and at least nine-tenths of 
the medical literature whioh has been 
published within tbe last ten years.
